for sand as for fertilizer. 
When a farm er buys a 100-pound 
sack of 3-8-3 fertilizer, he buys 14 j 
pounds of plant food and HO pounds 
of 
filler— and 
he 
pays 
the 
same 
handling charges on the filler as he : 
does for the plant food. 
VV hen he 
buys 
4-12-4 
fertilizer, he gets 20 
pounds of plant food and cuts down 
the filler to 80 pounds; and three 
tons of 4-12-4 goes as far as four 
tons of 3-83.
